Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the closest prior art of record, US 6,798,553 (Scobey) teaches an optical filter 
manufactured by providing a substrate wafer of glass, indium phosphide, silica or a silicon 
wafer, polishing the substrate wafer, then either magnetron or ion beam sputtering (higher than 
room temperature coating technique) a fihn stack on the substrate comprising TaaOs and Si02, 
and which is later cut or diced to form smaller fragments, the prior art taken as a whole fails to 
further teach or suggest the claimed substrate compositions.
